GAITADIAN LOYALTY. 



The reception of the Marquis of 
LoRKE and the Princess Lodise by- 
Canada will be as gratifying to Her 
Majesty the Queen as to the dis- 
tinguished recipients of the popular 
favor. Prom the hour of their landing 
at Halifax to the present moment the 
progress of the vice-regal party has 
been marked with popular manifesta- 
tions of devoted loyalty and afl'ection. 
Their reception at Montreal — to judge 
by the description of our special tele- 
graphic correspondent — was one of the 
most brilliant scenes ever witnessed on 
the Continent. The streets, the house- 
tops, the balconies and the windows of 
the houses along the line were filled 
with spectators, and as the party pass- 
ed along the air was rent with the 
cheers of an enthusiastic people. On 
Friday evening the Marquis and 
Princess Louise attended the ball of 
St. Andrew's Society at Montreal, and 
yesterday they probably passed on to 
OttaAva, where a warm popular wel- 
come awaited them. Nothing could 
have furnished stronger evidence of the 
' warm attachment of the people of 
Canada to the British Crown than the 
demonstrations that hare just been 
made. Canada is as devotedly attach- 
ed to Great Britain as the most ardent 
lover of monarchial institutions could 
desire.

An Invontor Olaimlner that lio liaa 
Solvod tii'o Problem that has Fuzzlol 
So Many. 

An';. organization under the laws of 
the State of New York, composed of 
.Albon P. May, "William E. Sawyer, 
Hugh McCullougli, Lawrence Myers, 
Jacob Hays, James P. Kerno- 
cha and William H, Hays, has been 
formed, to be known by the corporate 
name of the Electric Dynamic Light 
Company, and the certificate required 
was tiled in the Clerk's office of the 
County of New York on July 8, 1878. 
Its nominal capital is §10,000, and the 
scrip §290,000. Tiio objects of the 
company are set forth to be the produc- 
tion of light and power by means of 
' electricity; the ligliting of streets, build- 
ing and other places, producing, con- 
ducting, and distributing electrical cur- 
rents for lighting and other purposes, 
and the manufacture and sale of all ma- 
chinery necessary for and adapted to 
accomplish the purposes named. 

The patent under which this com- 
pany proposes to carry on its business is 
on the discovery or invention of W. E. 
Sawyer, known as the Sawyer-Man 
electric lamp, a device that they assert 
was patented a year ago. 

William E. Sawyer, the inventor, 
was recently the chief electrician of the 
Western Union- Telegraph Company, 
and it was while occupying this posi- 
tion that he made the discovery, resign- 
. •. ing his place that ho might develop it 
and introduce it to the word. 

The confidence of the corporators in 
■ the Sawyer-Man system, after witness- 
ing it in operatibnipra'numberof days, 
is so great that it' is averred they Iiave 
paid the inventor a large sum, in addi- 
tion, for a controlling interest in his re- 
served European territory, and that 
the ex-Secretary of the Treasury will 
sail in an early steamship to place the 
invention before the Eiiropean ' public. 
Many of those interested in the new 
enterprise were holders of the city gas 
stocks and have been quietly unloading 
and it is asserted that an offer has been 
made to the company by entirely re- 
sponsible persons of §100,000 over and 
above the royalty, for the right of op- 
erating and selling the invention in one 
pf the largest States of the Union. 

The jet, or lamp, as Mr. Sawyer calls 
it, costs less than §1 to manufacture. 
It is heremetically closed, and as no 
oxygen can be admitted there can be no 
combustion, and consequently no burn- 
ing out of the carbon points. The 
lamp consists of two sets of conductors, 
supporting a diaphragm, or plate. At 
the upi'ight bar on this diaphragm sup- 
ports another bar running traversely 
from its top. From this traverse bar 
depends a carbon pencil, about one- 
sLxth of an incli in thickness, which is 
the light-giving substance. Under- 
neath the pencil, but not touching it, 
is a piece of metal called the anvil, 
which also rests on the diaphragm. 
The whole apparatus is enclosed in a 
glass case, secured to a stand. The 
entire lamp is inches in diameter. 

At the exliibition of the invention 
on Saturday after the engine that pro- 
duces, the electricity was started, a 
small key turned on the light. The 
carbon points within the lamp became 
first of a red heat, and then grew per- 
fectly white, resembling tlie intensity 
of the sun at noon day, and producing 
the same effect as it upon the eyes. Tins 
intensity, however, was easily modified 
to any required degree, and the light 
was uniform, steady, and under as 
perfect control as gas light.

SHOOTING WITH INTEXT. 

Tho Court resumed sitting at 10 ii.m. 
and James ITouliliaii was arraigned on an 
indictment for .sliuoting witli intent to 
murder one Micliael Fcrnerty on Jiuie 2is,t 
in the vicinity of Gordon Head Eoad. 

Tlie i)risonur pleaded "nut guilty" ami 
a jury was emiianelled witli Jlr. G. Til- 
bury as foreman. 

Mr. McCreiglit, Q. C, Mr. Dralio, and 
Mr. Harri.son, Jr. aupciiredfortlio Crown 
and iMr. rvubert:,on,'Q. C. and Mr. Theo. 
Davie for tho pri.soiier. 

IMr. Drake opened tho ea.se for the i)ro3- 
ceutioi' and explained to the jury the cir- 
eumstance.'j connected with the land dis- 
pute which led to tho alleged otlenco, and 
stated that tho prisoner had Leon in- 
dicted on tlu'co counts: (I) ahooting with 
intent to kill; (2) with intent to disable; 
(3) witli intent to do grievous bodily 
harm. 

Michivel Fernerty, who was exainiued at 
great length, dejxised that ho i.s a farmer 
and gardener, residing in A'"icloria Dis- 
trict, njid that in consc<pience of litigation 
and frequent insults no good feeling ex- 
isted between him and prisoner. On 
June 'Jlst last abuut 7 o'clock in the 
morning, he (witness) was driving ;v cord- 
wood wagon througli ins property to get a 
load of cordwood. Suddenly one of tho 
horses turned its head to tho right and 
pricked up its ears. Witness' attention 
was drawn to that direction, and on look- 
ing round saw the prisoner near the right 
hand wheel of tho wagmi. He had a pis- 
ton in his hand and was taking deliberate 
aim at witneae, who eonnnonced to dodge 
about to avoid tho ball. In liis other 
hand prisoner? Imd . a lieavy stick ; tho 
prisoner fired but "missed the witness; 
the horses started to run and innr.o.liatoly 
afterwards the prisoner lired a .second 
shot; witness' hat inunediately fell otl", 
and as soon iia ho could he jumiicd from 
the wagon; when he reaelied tlio grouiul 
ho saw tho prisoner again near tho wagon, 
and rushing at him butted him (prisoner) 
in the stomach, receiving at tlie same 
time a blow on his head from the prison- 
er's .stick and a kick on the thigh; witnu.ss 
knocked tho prisoner dovi-n imd took the 
stick from him and knocked the pistol out 
of his hand and gave him a severe beat- 
ing; after which witness picked up the 
pistol, took the stick with him and found 
liis liorses, putting prisoner's liat on liis 
(witness') head; then he went to Mr, 
Harris' where the blood was waslied from 
Ills liead; iliou came into town and ob- 
tained a warrant for tho arrest of jjriaon- 
er; then went back v. ith e{ui8tablc Lind- 
say to the spot where the ail'ray took 
place, where Lindsay found his ^witness') 
hat on tho ground with a bullet hole 
tru'ough the rim; witno.-is showed the of- 
ficer where he had put the stick in the 
woods and gave it to him with blnod on 
it; did not take it to town because it 
looked too bad. 

Tho witness was cupss-cxamincd in a 
very able nmnner and at great length by 
Mr. Bipbortsbn and at times tho 

evidence abounded in dry humor of which 
the witness seemed to bo perfectly un- 
conscious. 

At 2 p.ni. ihe Court adjourned for an 
for an hpiir.'' 

. ^'- V AJTEK IIECE3.S 

Dr. AisK testified to Michael Fernerty 
calling on him for treatment on tho 21st 
of Juno last; the wound on his head was 
recent and of a triangular shape of about 
an inch long, the skin being cut through; 
apparently inflicted by some blunt instru- 
ment; there were also several bruises on 
the right thigh. 

To Mr. Robertson — ^It was a contused 
wound and might have been caused by a 
fall or knocking his head against a wall or 
tree. 

Dr. Matthews testified to attending the 
prisoner on the 21st June; he then had 
bruises all over his legs; live wounds on 
the upper part of tho scalp and one just 
over the eye; the prisoner said tho bruises 
were made by a piece of cord wood and | 
the haiuUe of a wl)i[); on the second or , 
third visit jn-isoner asked witness if the j 
wounds were not made with a knife; wit- 
: ness said he did not tliink so. 

Tliomas Lindsay, a police oOicor, recol- j 
looted Fernerty coming to tlio barrack j 
room on tlio morning of tin; 21st June and j 
made a charge against Houlihan, in con- j 
sequence of which I went out M'itli a war- j 
rant for his arrest; went into the wood ' 
where the scuffle had taken place; first | 
saw a white straw hat on the road near the I 
riglit track ; Fernerty then took witness '■ 
back about twenty yards and pointed out ■ 
where the first shot was tired; there were \ 
several piles of cord wood about the place, j 
also a good many boughs and branehos i 
lying round; all the information from ! 
Fernerty Wits volunteered; could not And I 
any traces of blood near the 3pot;_ oti the 
road towards town stopped uearFitziillen's j 
house, where Fernerty went inside ii fence 
and produced a stick; there was blood on i 
it all tho way up, with the exception of 
about six inches from the thin end [wit- 
ness here described the stick and.'jaid that 
it had not been seen since tho bnrrack- 
room was cleaned out in Soptembor]; two 
chambers of the revolver had recently 
been discharged; Houlihini said he hiul 
been out loolcing for a cow when Fernerty 
mot him, and having abused him, knock- 
ed him down witli a loaded wlip, and 
had also used a knife on him and hit him 
with a stick of cordwood; witness told 
Houlihan that Fernerty had been to town 
and accused him of attempting to shoot 
him; Houlihan then said that after Fin- 
erty had knocked him down and l)eaten 
him ho (H.) took out tho pistol find , one 
barrel went off; lie said he coiTied tho 
pistol in consequence of threats made by 
Fernerty; after witness had picked up the 
liat Fernerty pointed t() tlie hole in it. 

Tho witness was cross-examined by Mr. 
Tlieo. Davie. 

John Harris testified to Fernerty coming 



to his houso and describing the row. Sub- 
sequently prisoner also camo, who said 
Fernerty had bested him. The prisoner 
was so weak that he fainted and was taken 
home in a wagon. - 

Henry Short deposed to selling the 
pistol to Patrick Houlihan. Tho hole in 
tho hat was made by a bullet fired at a 
greater distance than two or three yards, 
as otherwise the hat would have i)eeu 
marked with powder. 

This closed the case for the prosecution, 
and afterwards the juiyivms addressed by 
Mr. T. Davio, who contended that Ferner- 
ty had fabricated his evidence to escape 
punishment. 

For the defence. Dr. Davie deposed 
that Houlihan's wounds were caused by 
some sharp instrument and could not bo 
inflicted by the stick. . " - 

Mr. •Rpbertsonj^^Q^^C., :thon reviewed 
tho evidence and made a most eloquent 
ai))ieal to tho jury on behalf of his client; 
and cliaraoterized Fernerty's evidence as 
most incredible. The learned counsel 
was followed by iMr. McCreight. Q.C., on 
behalf of tho Crown, whoso argument w;;s 
also very able, and at 8 p. m., His Honor 
commenced to sum up. 

After a vei-y careful review of tho evi- 
dence by tho learned judge the jury re- 
tired to consider their verdict, and after 
a brief absence returned a verdict of "not 
guilty." 

Tho Court then adjourned tnitil Jlon- 
day morning next at 10 o'clock.

DIVINE EEVELATION. 

In these days of -walking by faith, 
with no apparent interiiositiou of deity 
in the affairs of men, it sometimes be- 
comes diflicult to imagine that there 
was ever a time when God from his 
dwelling on high held eoniinuniou with 
man upon earth. With centuries or 
unbroken silence, unrelieved by any 
maifestations from heaven, there will 
be moments when it becomes diflicult 
to realize the fact that in tiie jiast there 
were sueli manifestation.';, and of fre- 
quent oceurreiico. Yet we arc told 
that at one period such intimate rela- 
iions did exist; that God's voice was 
heard, that there Avere visits from 
angels and prophets enquiring and re- 
ceiving ftnswcr.s. Tiiat vision.^ were 
presented, and finally, in tlio per.sou of 
Jesus Christ, Deity caino upon earth. 
In support of the truth of this state of 
things having really occurred we have 
placed before us a book entitled the 
Bible, said to contain a faithful record 
of these transactions, which book comes 
to us from a people called tlio Jews, 
now scattered over the world, but still 
retaining their nationality, and who being 
at 0110 time Gqd's.ohoseiii-people were 
the depositaries of lliis^'record. 

The fact, then, of these former inti- 
mate relations having existed rests up- 
on tlie assertions contained in these 
writings. Putting tliciu aside, we have 
no other .source to fall back upon in 
support of the verity of the represen- 
tations. In short, it is the Bible, and 
the Bible only, tlmt gives this informa- 
tionj for there is no other book having 
such preton.sion.s, Tliat a book con- 
taining such marvellous and original 
information with its oft' repeated repre- 
sentations of eonimuiiion of Clod with 
men, presenting such contrast to the 
absence of stioh. relationship in the pre- 
.sont day, should liave been tho subject 
of anxious enquiry and tho most search- 
ing iuvostigatioii, is both natural, and 
wliat might have been expected. It 
need not bo said that this Bible lias 
luid its full share of such notice, It 
has been tho subject of the most severe 
criticism; it has been lield up to ridi- 
cule; .spoken of as abounding with con- 
tradictions, and denounced asunworthy 
of belief. Yet notwithstanding sucli 
attacks and such criticism tlie Bible has 
witlistood thein till, and in this age of 
enlightenment sitandsforthas avcrifcable 
document. Now, what does the Bible 
assume to do 1 Why, to draw aside 
the veil of the invisible world, to make 
us acquainted with God, and tlio great 
purpose of our being Thust.".ught man 
ia no longer left to his unaided rea- 
son to compt'ehend God from thevrorks 
of creation. , ■ , . , 

Siich represented insight of tlie celes- 
tial •woflcl forms a great contrast a 
the limited knowledge otherwise ob- 
tainable, while it intensifies the value of 
tlio acquisition if true, and serves at the 
sumo time, by its higli pretensions, to 
excite scepticism as to whether such 
information with its supernatural re- 
veal iiigs may bo trusted as wortliy of 
acceptance. These considerations na- 
turally raise the question of "whether 
tlie Revelation wo l-.ave is a divino Re- 
velation, or the cunning device of man? 
Not as to whether such revelation is in 
some jiai't in conflict with Rcicnee,and in 
other parts involved in inexplicable 
mystery, but whether, as a tmole, con- 
flicting with science, and diificultof com- 
prehension notwithstanding it may be 
regarded as entitled to the apjjelation it 
nsHunies of being Holy Writ and tho 
revealed Word of God. In procesuting 
tills enquiry we have not to deal with 
the probability or improbability of the 
Creator making himself known to man 
by sucli medium and in such manner as 
.illuded to in this Book. Such consid- 
erations are foreign to the en([uiry. 
No w what is there vouched for in this 
revelation, and how can we arrive at a 
correct conclusion upon the matter ? It 
seeins to ine tlie bcsta wy of arriving at 
a; triie verdict would be a in the fir.st 
place,' to appeal to the book to give evi- 
dence and furnish its own credentials. 
Now, what does this book say '? It says, 
from beginning to end. Genesis to Re- 
velations, there lias been one continued 
series of communication from God to 
man, united together link by link, for nr- 
iiig one grand chain, and culininatingiu 
the coming of One whose teachings and 
doings justify tho sacred title lie assum- 
ed. Fortunately wo ])Ossess thosotench- 
ings, and shall pntsently allude to them 
as whether wortliy of being regarded of 
divine emanation. With respect to 
the alleged doings (that is the mira- 
cle.s) we of course, shall be in no posi- 
tion to advance argument in sup])ort of 
their having really taken place 
further than that they are in 
liariiiony with the teachings. At 
this stage of^'the iiiqiiiry wo take up 
tho position of endeavoring to establish 
ns fact God's former intimate relations 
with man as represented in tho Bible, 
In this attemjit it must be evident we 
have to rely upon circumstantial evi- 
dence. We have none to call as wit- 
nesses to - give evidence,^ apd, indeed, 
could we addiic'e individual evidence it 
is just possible that from its extraor- 
dinary character it would not be credit- 
ed. It is true we might refer to the 
Jews, the jealous guardians of tliis 
book, who, scattered over the world, 
verifying the truth of prediction I'C- 
corded therein, may be regarded as 
living monuments of the truth of Holy. 
Writ But we prefer not to avail our- 
selves of such external evidence, but 
rather to rely upon the internal evi- 
dence of the sacred volume as sujiply- 
ing the most convincing jiroof of its 
being Divine revelation. This rfevela- 
tion Jsi in two parts— -an Old and a 
New Testament — in the pi'esent day, 
bound up together with a view of ex- 
hibiting completness. The Old Testa- 
ment is foundation; the New Testament 
superstructure. Tlie Old Testament is 
introductory to the New and when 
^united with it shows a grand plan and 
purpose in tlio revelation given, which 
receives its full development in the 
last portion of tho work. Tho Old 



Testament announces a jMessiah tliat in 
the fidlness of time would come with 
instructions of the gloriouR character of 
his mission. The New Testament re- 
cords the coining of that Messiah and 
fulfilment of the mi.ssron. Now, if the 
Old and New Testament combined 
show a grand plan and ])uriiose, 
so especially does >' that portion of it 
called the New";: Testament; for tho 
teachings of tKb;^?Messiali, resplendent 
with heavenly light^' are full of instruc- 
tion by discourses, parables and ser- 
mons as to conduct acceptable to God, 
having ono great^rjbject in view; and 
what was this » great object to which 
these teachings were directed? Why, 
that-with' the coming of this Me.ssiah 
there was made known that there would 
be a resurrection from the dead — a day 
of judgment, and a life in the world to 
come, and that this day of judgment 
would bring with it its rewards or pun- 
ishments. Both Testaments, then, had 
a plan and a purpose — the one point- 
ing to the great work to be accomp- 
lished; the other to that work accom- 
plished. 

The earthly career of tho Messiah 
ended— a, . career^ ^be^iming with a 
manger and* ending with a cross — but 
though thus a.s.sociated bequeathing a 
legacy productive of the -rt oiiiI.?rful re- 
sults that have flowed — brings before us 
aquestion mooted as to whether the rev- 
elation wo havo before us is a divine 
re\'elation, or tho handiwork of man. 
No question of doubt can bo raised as 
to there being such a book aspiring to 
bo divino revelation; but the question 
that does come is whether such book is 
entitled to that revelation. 

The conclusion we come to is that in 
face of the internal eviih-nco of that 
revelation, there is an enliglitoument af- 
forded for man's guidance in, this world 
and an harmonious' consistency in its 
varied statoinent.s, a purpose jus- 
tifying its sacred ajipellation of being 
the ^Vor(l of God; and tliat coiise- 
([ucntly the revelations therein made 
of God's former intimate relations with 
man, and which havo been tho subject 
of our enquiry, are worthy of being re- 
garded as having taken place, 
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' &reat Suthusiasm Prevails.

CANADA. 
SIoN'TiticAL, Nov, 29. — The streets 
which a light frost lias made passable 
are crowded, The decorations are mag- 
nificent. The public buildings . will be 
brilliantly illuminated this evening and 
stores and residences have tasteful 
transparencies with appropriate mot- 
toes. Although the Vice-i-egal train 
was not expected till 1 o'clock holders 
of tickets giving admission to the rail- 
road depot were taking their places at 
1 1 o'clock. As early as 1 1 :30 the route 
of procession was densely packed, peo- 
ple growing in enthusiasm with the 
approach of the hour of arrival. At 
the appointed hour the Vice-regal train 
swept . into . Jhe^, Bonaventuro ;, Depot, 
where was assembled the elite of the 
city to the number of between .3,000 
.and -1,000 in full dress, wearing rosettes, 
with the Mayor in the scarlet robes of 
oniee at their head. As the Governor- 
General and the Princess approached 
the throne they were met by the Mayor, 
who presented the Princess with a 
magnificent bouquet. Their excellencies 
immediately ascended the throne and 
the Mayor read the address of the cor- 
poration to Lord Lome. At the con- 
clusion of the speech the JIayor iire- 
scntcd the members of the corporation 
and the two chief olUccrs of the city — 
the clerk and recorder — all of whom 
paid respects to the Marquis and 
Princess, The only additional presen- 
tation was that of Bishop Fabre, who 
was cordially received by their excel- 
lencies. At one o'clock the doors were 
opened and the Vice-regal party left 
the^^isjand passed out through files of 
soldiers^ to carriages. The procession, 
which \^as headed by the corporation, 
then started, the Montreal troop of 



cavalry following the carriage of the 
Vice-regal partyt^^'As they emerged 
from tlie gate of the depot the orphans 
belonging to tho Roman Catholics, who 
were in a building opposite, .s.ang the 
National Anthem. Bonaventure street, 
probably the poorest in point of archi- 
tecture in the city, was made to look 
gay and attTactive -hyfa grof use;^decora- 
tioii of foliage. There was a dense 
mass collected on *;lie .street, an avenue 
for the procession being with difliculty 
obtained. As tho Marquis, with the 
Princess, pafi.scd, the cheering the im- 
mense. In Victoria Square, Rande- 
gond street, Beaver Hall andDorchester 
street, right to the doors of the Wind- 
sor Hotel, there was an uninterrupted 
mass of peo])lo, whilst the windows, as 
well as the roofs of tho houses, were 
crowded with shouting loyal subjects. 
At intervals along the route various 
regiments of military were placed, and 
as the Governor-General; passed he re- 
ceived the.|;mUitary:f 8^^^ - WTien 
jiassing ' Bonaveritura" ' street countless 
flowers were poured down upon the 
Vice-regal party, amid the loud cheers 
of the multitude.
